Edmonton’s homicide rate 
was almost twice the national 
average per 100,000 people in 
2012, according to a Statistics 
Canada report released Thurs- 
day. 

Last year, the city’s homi¬ 
cide rate was 2.68 per 100,000 
people, while Canada’s rate 
sits at 1.56. 

The city’s murder rate in 
2012 dropped compared with 
2011, which had a 4.17 rate 
compared to Canada’s 1.73 


murders per 100,000 people. 

Edmonton police Chief Rod 
Knecht says investing more in 
resources helped police con¬ 
centrate on areas like homi¬ 
cide cases in the city. 

“Two years ago we managed 
to find $10 million in internal 
efficiencies, so we just stopped 
doing some things and put re¬ 
sources into higher-resource 
areas, (like) homicides, sexual 
assaults, domestic violence in¬ 
vestigations,” he said in a year- 
end interview Tuesday. 

The number of murders in 
Canada in 2012 was the lowest 
it has been since 1966, with

This year, Edmonton has had 27 homicides, 
down from 33 in 2012. 


543 homicides reported, as 
stated in the report. 

The document also men¬ 
tioned that out of the solved 
homicides in 2012, 84 per cent 
of the murder victims were 
killed by someone they knew. 

In Edmonton, 11 victims 
out of the 15 cleared murder 
cases last year (which hap¬ 
pened between Jan. 1 and 
Dec. 19) knew their killer. 

This year, out of the 19 
homicide cases cleared, 13 of 
the victims knew their killer. 

Jane Orydzulc, president of 
the Victims of Homicide Sup¬ 
port Society of Edmonton, says 
it’s becoming apparent that 
more families of victims know 
the attacker as they seek sup¬ 
port through the society. 

“The majority of them 
do, either through friends or 
through their communities,” 
she said.

Direct flights to 
Dallas on horizon 


Going big Former 
MLA says new service 
would be a godsend 
for businesspeople 


Starting in 2014, Edmonton¬ 
ians will have a new way to 
get to the Lone Star state 
through a direct flight to Dal¬ 
las, Texas. 

Sources have told Metro 
that sometime in the first 
half of 2014, American Air¬ 
lines will begin operating the 


direct flight from Edmonton 
International. More details on 
the flight were expected to be 
announced at a press confer¬ 
ence Friday morning. 

“That is very good news,” 
said Coun. Scott McKeen 
when told of the news. “I 
think there would be a lot of 
economic interest between 
Texas and Alberta that we can 
further enhance.” 

McKeen said the airport 
has been consistently impres¬ 
sive with its ability to attract 
new international flights. 

“They are doing good 
work. It is still the fastest- 
growing airport in Canada,” 
he said.

who has been doing business 
in Texas since leaving pol¬ 
itics, agreed that it’s going to 
be tremendous for Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“Dallas Fort-Worth has a 
whole lot of connections to 
Edmonton, so I think that 
will be a good one,” he said. 


He said he has flown to 
Texas a lot over the last two 
years, but flying to Dallas has 
been difficult. 

“Over the last two years, I 
have probably made about 40 
trips to Texas, and we always 
flew Edmonton to Houston,” 
he said. 

Elnislci said that with the 
traffic in both cities, the drive 
is about three hours, not 
to mention the connecting 
flights. Flying directly into 
Dallas would be a lot better. 

He predicted strong usage 
from the business commun¬ 
ity. 

“It will be like the Hous¬ 
ton flight,” he said. “It will be 
packed.”

Breeding success 


Mayor Iveson 
optimistic about 
city charters 

Conversations about 
proposed charters for 
Alberta’s big cities are go¬ 
ing well, and Mayor Don 
Iveson said he believes 
the province is willing to 
consider a different rela¬ 
tionship with Edmonton 
and Calgaiy. 

“There is a real oppor¬ 
tunity there to mature the 
relationship between the 
two cities and the prov¬ 
ince,” said Iveson during 
a year-end interview with 
Metro this week. 

Iveson’s predeces¬ 
sor Stephen Mandel has 
expressed concerns about 
the charters, announced 
after the last provincial 
election, and suggested 
they wouldn’t give the 
big cities the powers they 
need to flourish. 

Since taking office, Ive¬ 
son said he has found the 
province more willing to 
talk about the big issues 
and potentially use the 
charters to address them. 

“My sense is there is an 
openness to a more robust 
conversation. We are not 
just going to talk about 
the margins,” he said. 

Iveson said the prov¬ 
ince seems to be aware 
that the big cities’ success 
is going to be key to the 
province’s success and 
that both levels of govern¬ 
ment can help each other. 

However, Iveson said 
that the talks need to 
move into action, which 
he hopes is where things 
will head in the new year. 

“We actually need to 
put it down on paper and 
make it tangible soon, but 
city council is interested 
in where this can go as 
well.”

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Alberta cancer patient failed 
by flawed system, died: Report 


Alberta’s Health Quality Coun¬ 
cil says the treatment and 
death of one particular can¬ 
cer patient illustrates break¬ 
downs in care that can occur. 

The council says the pa¬ 
tient, referred to as Greg, 
shows the province has dan¬ 
gerous gaps in care when 
someone has acute problems 


that demand attention from 
multiple specialists and de¬ 
partments. 

With the agreement of 
Greg’s family, the council 
examined his course of treat¬ 
ment from the time he was 
first diagnosed with symp¬ 
toms suggesting testicular 
cancer. 


The council says Greg’s 
case became a tangled mess 
of unbooked appointments, 
delays in tests and confusion 
over who was responsible to 
get him follow-up care. 

The report found that 
while Greg ended up being 
the one driving his treatment 
forward by making phone 


calls after lengthy delays, he 
died days after surgery. 

The council has made 13 
recommendations for doc¬ 
tors and the province to im¬ 
prove tracking methods and 
to make it clear which doctor 
is responsible for the care of 
which patient.

Unmarked 
crosswalks 
a cause for 
concern 


Future inquiry. City 
councillor says some 
intersections might 
need to be examined 


Restaurant staff along Jas¬ 
per Avenue have heard their 
fair share of complaints 
from pedestrians crossing 
unmarked crosswalks on 
the busy street. 

Gareth Smith, general 
manager at Earls Restaurant 
on the corner of 119 Street 
and Jasper Avenue has heard 
from customers on just how 
risky crossing at the pedes¬ 
trian intersection can be. 

“They’re just expected to 
make a dash for it and hope 
people stop. There’s def¬ 
initely a lot of people that 
wish that (intersection) was 
lit,” he said. 

This summer saw an 
increase in pedestrian col¬ 
lisions at unmarked cross¬ 
walks in the city, with 36 
reported, up from 28 colli¬ 
sions reported in 2012 from 
June to September. 


Winter months in early 
2013 had a decrease in col¬ 
lisions at unlit pedestrian 
crossings in the city, with 
28 reported pedestrian acci¬ 
dents filed from January to 
April. In 2012, there were 34 
collisions. 

For JOEY Jasper restau¬ 
rant manager Katelyn An¬ 
drews, crossing unmarked 
pedestrian crosswalks in the 
city has resulted in some 
near-misses with vehicles 
for her, especially at 119 
and Jasper. 

“Jasper Avenue is such a 
long stretch, and towards 
the end they don’t have as 
many stoplights so people 
just fly through,” she said. 

Ward 6 Edmonton Coun. 
Scott McKeen said further 
pedestrian education or 
lights at unmarked intersec¬ 
tions might be something 
the city needs to look at in 
the future. 

“I think we probably 
have to do some thinking 
about car/pedestrian colli¬ 
sions in the city and what’s 
going on,” he said.

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Crime. Calgary judge deems convicted 
torturer Paxton a dangerous offender 


A judge has determined a con¬ 
victed torturer meets the criter¬ 
ia to be considered a dangerous 
offender. 

Dustin Paxton slouched 
in his seat, shook his head no 
and smirked as Justice Sheilah 
Martin delivered her decision 
in Calgaiy Court of Queen’s 
Bench. 

Martin says the 33-year-old 


is a high risk to reoffend vio¬ 
lently. She says the Crown has 
fully proven Paxton is a danger¬ 
ous offender and has shown in¬ 
difference to his crimes. 

Martin is now discussing a 
sentence. 

Paxton was convicted in 
Februaiy 2012 of aggravated 
and sexual assault for the pro¬ 
longed and brutal abuse of a 


man who was his friend and 
roommate. 

The man was dropped off, 
near death, at a Regina hospital 
in April 2010. He was emaci¬ 
ated, battered and bleeding. 

Paxton’s lawyer had rec¬ 
ommended a six- to eight-year 
sentence — minus six years of 
credit for time served.

When I became the Edmonton 
Public Libraiy’s 2013 writer- 
in-residence in Januaiy, a little 
girl asked, “Does that mean 
you live in the libraiy?” 

Not quite, I told her — 
though there were some long 
stretches of writing when I 
wished I could just roll out a 
sleeping bag and dream my 
story’s problems away. 

What the libraiy writers-in- 
residence do (there’s a second 
who services surrounding com¬ 
munities) is help nurture other 
stoiytellers with mentorship, 
feedback and public program¬ 
ming, while nurturing their 
own stories with the time and 
space the libraiy provides. I 
will miss that. 

But as I pack up my Can¬ 
adian Oxford Dictionaiy and 
make room for my successor, 
writer Jason Lee Norman, it’s 
watching the modem libraiy at 
work that I will miss most. 

That libraries aren’t just 
about books and reading 
anymore has become a tired 
truism. 

I never saw a librarian 
shush a talky patron. That 
too is an old cliche. But I 
have watched a librarian 
help a grandmother contact 
her grandkids on Faceboolc, 
organize a community group 
meeting and borrow change 
from the staff coffee jar so 
that a down-on-his-luck man 
would have bus fare for a job 
interview.

Seeing librarians at work, 
and this institutional evolu¬ 
tion, has been fascinating and 
humbling, especially at the 
Stanley Milner branch. 

It’s no secret that from the 
minute the downtown libraiy 
opens to the second it closes, it 
is a home to the homeless. But 
this, too, is only a small pic¬ 
ture. Truly, the central branch 
is the city’s most egalitarian 
space, a place that nobody is 
too rich, or too poor, or too 
uneducated or too privileged 
to need. 

One-hundred years ago, 
the Edmonton Public Libraiy 
was bom with a simple goal 
to make knowledge demo¬ 
cratic. In its centennial year, it 
continued to reinterpret what 
that means by adding a mak- 
erspace, a video game lounge 
and an outreach worker for 
youth. 

Some might say that this 
is the libraiy trying to stay 
relevant in a digital age, but in 
fact libraries have never been 
more popular and never been 
more relevant.

Edmonton high school stu¬ 
dents could be getting green 
thumbs with their degrees with 
a new program looking to build 
a network of urban agriculture 
in local schools. 

The Edmonton Commun¬ 
ity Foundation unveiled a list 
of grants this week, including 
$15,500 to Sustainable Food Ed¬ 
monton to create an Urban Ag 
High program. 

Dustin Bajer, a teacher at 


Jasper Place High School who 
will head up the program, said 
there are 15 or 20 small-scale 
agriculture programs in local 
high schools and he wants to 
bring that work together. 

“The plan is to knit that 
network together, so that more 
programs are successful rather 
than not,” he said. 

Jasper Place has a green¬ 
house and garden and sev¬ 
eral other urban agriculture 
programs. Students from the 
school recently used herbs 
and other ingredients they had 
grown at the school to take 
both first and second place in 
the city’s non-alcoholic winter 
drink competition. 

Bajer said it’s not about try¬ 
ing to transplant the Jasper 
Place program to eveiy school, 
however. He said the idea is to 
work towards something that 
could become part of the cur¬ 
riculum, depending on what

schools are comfortable with. 

“Rather than coming up 
with a formula or a recipe, the 
plan here is to really try and fos¬ 
ter and create a community of 
practice,” he said. 

Areni Kelleppan, the execu¬ 
tive director of Sustainable 
Food Edmonton, said they want 
to create a toolkit that any 
school could use if they wanted. 

“It would give the resources 
and capacity for administra¬ 
tors and teachers to cany out 
programs.”

Mental health. Youth 


program is growing 
still not well-known 


,but 


Edmonton’s first-ever treat¬ 
ment program for teens deal¬ 
ing with addiction and men¬ 
tal health issues is hoping to 
fill a void in support services 
for the city’s youth. 

After accepting its first pa¬ 
tient in September, the Con¬ 
current Addiction Mental 
Health Program (CAMP) has 
slowly started to grow, ex¬ 
plained the program’s man¬ 
aging psychiatrist Dr. Bina 
Nair, but word still needs to 
get around. 

“It’s been fascinating 
work,” Nair added, who 
moved to Edmonton seven 
years ago with the intention 
of starting a program like 
CAMP. 

“We specialize not only in 
addictions, but in children 
that have been traumatized,” 


she said. “We feel that a lot 
of the underlying issues with 
addiction stem from trauma, 
so kids that have been 
traumatized at a very young 
age.” 

With 70 per cent of men¬ 
tal health disorders begin¬ 
ning during childhood, Nair 
said it is crucial for youth to 
find support when they are 
struggling in school or in a 
social setting. 

“We have some kids who 
have been struggling fairly 
severely,” she added, not¬ 
ing the program works with 
youth ages 10 to 17 who are 
dealing with addiction to 
drugs, alcohol, video games 
and pornography.

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British extremists found 
guilty of killing soldier 


London. Lee Rigby was 
run down by a car and 
repeatedly stabbed by 
one killer while the 
other attempted to 
cut off his head 


Two British-born, al-Qaida- 
inspired extremists who 
considered themselves 
“soldiers of Allah” were 
convicted Thursday of mur¬ 
dering an off-duty service¬ 
man in a frenzied attack on 
a London street. 

The jury of eight women 
and four men deliberated 
for just 90 minutes before 


finding Michael Adebolajo 
and Michael Adebowale 
guilty of murdering Fusilier 
Lee Rigby. They were acquit¬ 
ted of attempting to murder 
a police officer. 

The two men will be sen¬ 
tenced early next year. 

Neither defendant re¬ 
acted as the jury foreman 
announced the verdicts. 
Adebolajo, at 29 the elder of 
the two, smiled and kissed a 
copy of the Qur’an as he was 
led down to the cells. 

Adebolajo and 22-year- 
old Adebowale had pleaded 
not guilty to murder, though 
neither denied taking part 
in the May 22 attack. 

The 25-year-old Rigby, a 
member of the Royal Fusil¬ 


iers who had served in Af¬ 
ghanistan, was returning on 
foot to his barracks in south 
London when he was hit 
by the car being driven by 
Adebolajo. As the soldier lay 
on the ground, Adebowale 
repeatedly stabbed him and 
Adebolajo attempted to cut 
off his head. 

After the attack the two 
killers waited at the scene, 
and then charged at a police 
car waving a machete and a 
gun. 

Both men had denied try¬ 
ing to kill a police officer, 
saying they hoped to pro¬ 
voke police into shooting 
them. Lalcha said Adebowale 
had brandished a 90-year- 
old unloaded pistol so he 
“would achieve martyrdom.” 

Armed officers shot the 
two men several times — 
blowing off Adebowale’s 
thumb as he raised the 
gun — then gave them first 
aid.

‘Like a butcher

One witness described the 
attack, which took place 
on a busy London street 
near a primaiy school, as 
looking “like a butcher at¬ 
tacking a joint of meat.” 

Adebolajo was filmed 
by a passer-by, covered 
in blood and holding a 
cleaver and a knife, justi¬ 
fying the attack “because 
Muslims are dying daily 
by British soldiers.” 

Adebolajo told police 
in an interview that they 
had decided to kill a Brit¬ 
ish soldier, and Rigby had 
been targeted because he 
“was spotted first.”

Inquest. Sweeping 
recommendations 
made to better equip 
prison system to deal 
with mentally ill 


The videotaped choking death 
of a teenager in her segregation 
cell six years ago was a homi¬ 
cide, a juiy decided on Thurs¬ 
day, sparking calls for police to 
reopen their criminal investiga¬ 
tion into the tragedy 

The Ashley Smith inquest 
decision drew a gasp from a 
packed coroner’s courtroom, 
which also heard jurors make 
104 recommendations on deal¬ 
ing with self-harming mentally 
ill women in federal prisons. 

While the homicide deci¬ 
sion is not a finding of legal 
liability, Smith’s family lawyer 
immediately called for police to 
get involved, and lashed out at 
Correctional Service Canada. 

“It is high time that those in 


charge are held accountable,” 
Julian Falconer said. 

Falconer called for the re¬ 
signation of CSC commissioner 
Don Head, who had warned 
jurors against making recom¬ 
mendations that would be ex¬ 
pensive to implement. 

The emotionally disturbed 
Smith, 19, of Moncton, N.B., 
strangled herself in her cell at 
the Grand Valley Institution 
in Kitchener, Ont., on Oct. 19, 
2007. Guards, under orders 
from senior management 
against intervening as long as 
she was still breathing, waited 
too long to enter the cell and 
save her. the Canadian press

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More than 75 injured as ceiling of 
London theatre partially collapses 


Packed house. An 

evening performance 
turned into a disaster 
as masonry came 
crashing down onto 
audience members 


Plaster and dust rained down 
on a packed audience when 
the ceiling of a London, Eng¬ 
land, theatre partially collapsed 
Thursday night. More than 75 
people were injured — seven 
seriously, authorities said. 

The collapse at the Apollo 
Theatre took place around 8:15 
p.m. during a performance of 
The Curious Incident Of The 
Dog In The Night-Time. 

Plaster and rnasomy from a 
section of the ceiling tumbled 
down, bringing parts of the the¬ 
atre’s balconies down with it 
onto the audience, police said. 

More than 700 people were 
in the theatre at the time, ac¬ 


cording to the London Fire 
Brigade. 

Officials said most of the 
injured were “walking wound¬ 
ed” with upper-body injuries, 
and that all are conscious and 
breathing. 

Police and fire officials said 
it was too soon to say what 
had caused the partial collapse 
of the ceiling, but that a full 
investigation is being carried 
out. 

Dee Kearney said she was 
just three or four seats from 
the stage when an actor shout¬ 
ed “watch out!” 

“Then what we felt was 
debris falling on us, a loud 
bang, and then all of a sudden 
there was a coat of dust,” she 
said. 

“Complete chaos” erupted 
as the debris rained down, said 
Martin Bostoclc, who came 
with his family to see the show. 

“At first, we thought it was 
part of the show,” he told Sky 
News. “Then I got hit on the 
head.” the associated press

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Epilepsy drug offers 
promise in AIDS fight 


‘Works beautifully’ 
in human tissue. 
Researchers say it may 
preempt HIV’s attack 
on the immune system 


Can an experimental drug de¬ 
veloped to treat epilepsy block 
the AIDS virus? A preliminary 
lab study suggests it’s pos¬ 
sible, and researchers are 
eager to tiy it in people. 

Scientists experimented 
with the drug after uncov¬ 
ering details of how they be¬ 
lieve HIV cripples the immune 
system to bring on AIDS. 

When tested in human 
tissues in the laboratoiy, the 
drug “works beautifully” to 



prevent HIV from destroying 
key cells of the immune sys¬ 
tem, said Dr. Warner Greene 


of the Gladstone Institutes in 
San Francisco. Those results 
appear in a paper by Greene 
and others published Thurs¬ 
day on Nature. 

Researchers have long 
known HIV infects some vital 
CD4 cells in the immune 
system and turns them into 
virus-producing factories, kill¬ 
ing them in the process. 

The epilepsy drug, which 
is not on the market, blocks 
an enzyme that the research 
identified as playing a key role 
in that immune system attack. 

Prior studies of the drug in 
people show it is safe, Greene 
said. So the researchers are 
talking to the drug company 
about testing it in people in¬ 
fected with HIV. No timeline 
for such studies has been set, 
he said, the associated press

Activists raided, Mubarak’s sons acquitted 


Egypt’s militaiy-backed au¬ 
thorities on Thursday stepped 
up their crackdown on lib¬ 
eral icons of the 2011 uprising 
against Hosni Mubarak, with 
security forces storming the 
headquarters of a rights group 
to arrest six activists, including 
a prominent youth organizer. 

Hours after the early mor¬ 
ning raid in downtown Cairo, 
a criminal court acquitted 


Hosni Mubarak’s two sons 
and his last prime minister of 
corruption charges in a case 
involving a land sale some 20 
years ago. The sons remain in 
detention on other corrup¬ 
tion charges. 

Five of the activists were 
released after nearly seven 
hours. One of them, lawyer 
Mahmoud Bilal, described 
in a news conference how 


plainclothes policemen blind¬ 
folded, beat and verbally 
abused them after binding 
their hands. 

Thursday’s events will 
likely fuel growing suspicions 
that the government installed 
by the militaiy is ready to ac¬ 
commodate Mubaralc-era fig¬ 
ures while facing near-daily 
street protests.

Allowing police officers 
under investigation by watch¬ 
dogs to consult with lawyers 
before preparing their notes 
is an “anathema” to transpar¬ 
ency and public trust in that 
process, the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled Thursday. 

The high court ruling, by a 
margin of 6-3, pitted officers 
against the families of two men 
shot dead by Ontario’s provin¬ 
cial police in separate incidents 


in 2009. 

The ruling offers clarity to 
the regulations that govern the 
Ontario’s Special Investigations 
Unit, which investigates violent 
incidents involving police of¬ 
ficers. 

“First, consultation with 
counsel at the note-making 
stage is antithetical to the dom¬ 
inant purpose of the legislative 
scheme because it risks erod¬ 
ing the public confidence that 


the SIU process was meant to 
foster,” wrote Justice Michael 
Moldaver for the majority. 

“A reasonable member of 
the public would naturally 
question whether counsel’s 
assistance at the note-making 
stage is sought by officers to 
help them fulfil their duties as 
police officers, or if it is instead 
sought, in their self-interest, to 
protect themselves and their 
colleagues from the potential 


liability of an adverse SIU in¬ 
vestigation.” 

The families of Doug Minty, 
59, and Levi Schaeffer, 30, who 
were shot and killed by On¬ 
tario Provincial Police officers 
in separate incidents in June 
2009, have spent the past four 
years arguing that having a 
lawyer approve the notes that 
end up in police memo books 
is unacceptable.

Rodman 
back in 
N. Korea 


An unlikely friendship. 

Ex-NBA star organizing 
exhibition game with 
other ex-NBAersfor 
Kim Jong-un's birthday 


Former NBA star Dennis Rod- 
man arrived in North Korea 
on Thursday to meet leader 
Kim Jong-un and put the fin¬ 
ishing touches on plans to 
bring 12 ex-NBA players to 
Pyongyang for a Jan. 8 exhib¬ 
ition game marking the lead¬ 
er’s birthday. Rodman said 
the game is on track despite 
the recent execution of Kim’s 
uncle in a dramatic political 
purge. 

Rodman’s visit comes less 
than a week after North Korea 
announced the execution 
of Jang Song Thaelc, an un¬ 
precedented fall from grace 
for one of the most powerful 
figures in the country. Jang’s 
execution sparked specula¬ 
tion by foreign analysts over 
the future of the Kim regime. 

But officials in Pyongyang 
say Jang’s removal has not 
caused any instability. Rod¬ 
man’s visit, should it proceed 
uneventfully, could be a sign 
that Kim is firmly in charge. 

Rodman said in a brief 
interview at his Pyongyang 
hotel that he was undaunted 
by the recent political events. 

“I can’t control what they 
do with their government, I 
can’t control what they say or 
how they do things here,” he 
said. “I’m just tiying to come 



here as a sports figure and tiy 
to hope I can open the door 
for a lot of people in the coun¬ 
try” 

Rodman and Kim have 
struck up an unlikely friend¬ 
ship since the Hall of Famer 
travelled to the secretive state 
for the first time in Februaiy 
with the Harlem Globetrot¬ 
ters for an HBO series pro¬ 
duced by New York-based 
VICE television. 

He remains the highest- 
profile American to meet Kim 
since the leader inherited 
power from his father, Kim 
Jong-il, in 2011. 

Rodman has not yet an¬ 
nounced the roster for the 
game. He is also expected to 
train North Korean basketball 
players during his several-day 
stay in Pyongyang and to 
meet with Kim, though he 
did not give any details about 
what his plans are.

Frosh chant fallout. 

Report stresses 
importance of changing 
norms that gave rise to 
sex-assault-promoting 
behaviour at university 


A panel launched in the after- 
math of a frosh-week chant 
that glorified the sexual assault 
of young girls delivered a re¬ 
port Thursday calling on Saint 
Maiy’s University to develop a 
school-wide code of conduct. 

The report makes 20 recom¬ 
mendations aimed at fostering 
a cultural change at the Halifax 
school to prevent sexual vio¬ 
lence and encourage respectful 
behaviour. 

It says the chant at Saint 
Maiy’s University, along with 
a similar one sung during an 
orientation week event at the 
University of British Colum¬ 
bia, highlighted broad societal 
challenges that need to be 
addressed rather than issues

specific to youth culture. 

“Hypersexualized songs, 
photos, movies and advertise¬ 
ments are omnipresent. Alco¬ 
hol and drug problems abound 
— even among public figures 
that are supposed to be role 
models,” says the 110-page re¬ 
port. 

“The Internet and social 
media are forces for good but 
also have a much darker side 
like easy access to pornography, 


cyberbullying and the deteri¬ 
oration of people’s capacity to 
form meaningful ‘in-person’ 
relationships.” 

Wayne MacKay, a law pro¬ 
fessor at Dalhousie University, 
was appointed to lead the panel 
that consulted with students, 
faculty members and alumni 
about ways to avoid similar in¬ 
cidents in the future. 

MacKay said the code of con¬ 
duct should establish clear stan¬ 
dards of behavioural norms that 
would apply to all members of 
the university community and 
there should be consequences 
for people who breach it. 

He said Saint Maiy’s Univer¬ 
sity should also invest in educa¬ 
tion programs to teach students 
about healthy sexuality and the 
importance of consent. 

The university set up the 
panel after a video surfaced 
on Instagram showing student 
leaders singing a chant about 
underage, non-consensual sex 
to about 400 new students at an 
event during orientation week 
in September.

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Europe launches star-mapper satellite 


‘We want depth.’ The 

mission's goal is like 
switching from two- 
dimensional movies to 
3D, says ESA scientist 


The European Space Agency 
launched its star-surveying sat¬ 
ellite Gaia into space Thursday, 


hoping to produce the most ac¬ 
curate three-dimensional map 
of the Milky Way and to better 
understand the evolution of 
our galaxy. 

The satellite was lifted into 
space from French Guiana at 
6:12 a.m. (4:12 a.m. EST) aboard 
a Russian-made Soyuz rocket, 
the agency said. Soon after the 
launch, Gaia unfurled its 10-me- 
ter circular sun shield — a cru¬ 


cial moment in the mission. 
The shield protects the space¬ 
craft’s sensitive instruments 
from the rays of the sun while 
simultaneously collecting solar 
energy to power the spacecraft. 

“Eveiything was super 
smooth,” said Paolo Ferri, head 
of mission operations at the 
Paris-based European Space 
Agency. 

Gaia is now heading for 


a stable orbit around a point 
known as Lagrange 2 — some 
1.5 million kilometres away on 
the opposite side of the Earth 
from the sun. Once it gets there 
next month, the satellite’s in¬ 
struments will be switched on 
and it will follow what Ferri de¬ 
scribed as “a veiy peculiar pat¬ 
tern” designed to keep its back 
always turned to the sun.

Cost cutting. Military set 
to announce demise of 
$2-billion truck order 


The Canadian Army is cancel¬ 
ling a $2-billion order for new 
armoured vehicles, after an¬ 
other lengthy, troubled pro¬ 
curement went wrong. 

Sources tell The Canadian 
Press that militaiy officials 
are set to announce the can¬ 
cellation of an order for 108 
close-combat vehicles on Fri¬ 
day. 

Bids by three defence con¬ 
tractors — Nexter, BAE Sys¬ 
tems Inc. and General Dynam¬ 
ics Land Systems Inc. — had 
been set to expire this coming 
Monday, and the militaiy has 


decided not to pick a winner. 

The program has been 
hanging in the balance for 
months after the army sig¬ 
nalled it was worried whether 
it could afford to train, oper¬ 
ate and maintain the new set 
of vehicles in a time of tight 
budgets. 

Having yet another major 
militaiy purchase go down 
the drain could be a political 
black eye for the Conserva¬ 
tives, who’ve struggled to 
deliver on an extensive list of 
militaiy equipment.

Tonka trucks, hockey sticks, 
Barbie dolls, soccer balls 
and remote controlled mini¬ 
drones are stacked on shelves 
of a modest, three-storey Van¬ 
couver warehouse — the se¬ 
cret Santa central, if you will. 

The Lower Mainland 
Christmas Bureau, founded 
in 1930, helps 1,000 families 
directly and more than 40,000 
children and youth around 
the region get toys, books and 
clothes for Christmas. 

“It means a lot to me,” said 
Angela Woods as she left the 
bureau’s headquarters with 
Christmas surprises for her 
son. “If they didn’t have this 
eveiy year, I wouldn’t know 
what to do. They’re awesome 
up there, they are amazing.” 

It’s the season for giving, 
and a recent Ipsos Reid poll 
found that 87 per cent of poll 
respondents said they enjoy 
feeling good about giving to 
charity. Only 13 per cent got 
the “bah, humbugs” over the 
thought of giving to a char¬ 
ity during the holidays. That 
means charities like the Low¬ 
er Mainland Christmas Bur¬ 
eau go from silent to crazy in 
a veiy short period. 

“The bureau quietly chugs 
along, collecting toys, disburs¬ 
ing them to other bureaus 
and shelters, then we open for 
this three weeks,” said execu¬ 
tive director Chris Bayliss. “It 
goes from a quiet, boring, 
ugly warehouse on the East- 
side to often full of volunteers 
and people, full of fun for a 


month.” 

The Christmas Bureau 
collects toys at big events 
throughout fall, from the 
Greater Vancouver Motor¬ 
cycle Toy Rim to the Vancou¬ 
ver Giants’ Teddy Bear Toss 
to the Pan Pacific Christmas 
Wish Breakfast, which at¬ 
tracted 15 tonnes of dona¬ 
tions on Dec. 11. 

“The regional role is 
changing, as Metro Vancou¬ 
ver grows further afield we 
get more and more working 
poor,” Bayliss says. “I was 
brought up my whole life 
to believe this, we’re all two 
paycheques away from being 
broke.” 

In 2001, the Christmas Bur¬ 
eau gave 17,000 donated toys 
to needy homes. This year, 
Bayliss estimates some 50,000 
to 75,000 toys and books, plus 
about 5,000 clothes and coats, 
will put smiles on children’s

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Northern Gateway 
pipeline gets OK 
from review panel 


Oilsands to West Coast. 

Hotly contested project 
clears latest hurdle, 
but opponents vow to 
keep fighting plan 


A review panel has given 
its blessing to the proposed 
Northern Gateway pipeline 
that would carry bitumen 
from Alberta’s oilsands to 
tankers on the West Coast, but 
opponents warn their battle 
against the multibillion-dollar 
project is far from over. 

The panel, which released 
its long-awaited report on 
Thursday, has attached 209 
conditions, which cover every¬ 
thing from protecting caribou 
habitats to research into how 
the oil would behave in a mar¬ 
ine environment to the com-

pany’s spill-response plans. 

“After weighing the evi¬ 
dence, we concluded that Can¬ 
ada and Canadians would be 
better off with the Enbridge 
Northern Gateway project 
than without it,” the three- 
member panel said in its 
report. 

The controversial proposal 
has pitted Calgaiy-based En¬ 


bridge against environmental 
groups and several First Na¬ 
tions, who have raised con¬ 
cerns about potential oil spills 
on land or in the water off the 
B.C. coast. 

Supporters say the pipeline 
is critical if Alberta is to get 
its oil to emerging markets in 
Asia. The panel agreed. 

Reaction from opponents 
was swift. 

ForestEthics Advocacy’s 
Ben West likened the recom¬ 
mendation to “throwing fuel 
on a fire.” 

And Arnold Clifton of the 
Gitga’at First Nation said the 
panel’s recommendation is “by 
no means the final say.” 

“All options are on the 
table,” said Clifton, chief coun¬ 
cillor and hereditaiy chief of 
the community located along 
the proposed tanker route.

Museum has a 
few bones to pick 

For most people, fish bones 
may be justan annoyance at 
dinnertime. 

But a new exhibition at 
the Canadian Museum of 
Nature, in Ottawa, could give 
viewers a broader 
perspective. 


X-rays of Arctic Fishes, 
opening Jan. li, features 
images that show “the 
spectacular osteological 
architecture of fishes,” such 
as this X-ray of a boa 
dragonfish (pictured), says 
museum ichthyologist (fish 
scientist) Noel Alfonso. 

Fish are considered to 
havethe most complex bone 


structures of all vertebrates. 
That makes osteology — the 
study of bones — more 
challenging with fish than 
with other animals 
possessing a spinalcolumn. 

As revealed in X-rays, the 
number of vertebrae can be 
used to differentiate one fish 
species from another, Alfonso

Richard: Mark, I think Will Fer¬ 
rell is one of the bravest comed¬ 
ic actors working today; some¬ 
one willing to do anything for 
a laugh. Trouble is, I often don’t 
laugh. Anchorman is laugh-out- 
loud funny. Ditto Elf and Old 
School, but sometimes I feel he 
has to rein the manic energy 
in, do half as much and maybe 
be twice as funny. Having said 
that, the Shark Week jokes in 
Step Brothers really make me 
giggle. 

Mark: Richard, I share your am¬ 


bivalence toward Ferrell. He’s 
not my go-to guy for funny. 
Still, he’s done some great 
work. My favourite Will Ferrell 
movies are two indie films he’s 
starred in: Stranger Than Fic¬ 
tion and Eveiythmg Must Go. 
They’re the equivalent of Jim 
Carrey’s work in The Truman 
Show and Eternal Sunshine of 
the Spotless Mind. Maybe not 
huge crowd pleasers, but they 
show the true breadth of his 
talent. 

RC: I agree. I think Stranger 
Than Fiction is worth a rental. 
It’s touching and funny, which 
for me is Ferrell’s sweet spot. A 
Night at the Roxbury is a silly 
comedy but Ferrell’s wide-eyed 
performance is the kind of 
thing I like from him. Outra¬ 
geous, yes, but underneath the 
silly is a real guy. Sometimes I 
can’t see the real guy under¬ 


neath his characters and those 
are his movies that don’t work 
for me. Except Zoolander. As 
fashion guru Mugatu he’s so 
strange he dares you not to 
laugh at him. 

MB: Yes, he’s sometimes bet¬ 
ter in a supporting role in 
which his over-the-top zani¬ 
ness doesn’t sink the whole 
picture. Mugatu for sure, but 
also the mattress salesman 
in The Internship or Franz 
in The Producers. But gener¬ 
ally, I find his man-child jock 
character weaiying. Which is 
why, I think, Anchorman is 
such a successful movie. It’s a 
Will Ferrell movie for people 
who don’t care for Will Fer¬ 
rell movies. Did you enjoy the 
sequel, Richard? 

RC: I did. I think there is a lot 
of life left in Ron Burgundy. It’s 


funny in an outrageous way. It’s 
a bit too long, (and don’t both¬ 
er sitting through to the post 
credit scene unless you find 
the sight of Steve Carell eating 
cookies hilarious) but the buf- 
fooneiy level is high in a season 
where serious drama seems to 
be the ticket. 

In the last couple of weeks I 
have seen Ferrell, in character, 
sit in on some local newscasts 
and he fit right in. As long as 
there is media, egomaniac an¬ 
nouncers and local news, there 
will be a place for Ron Bur¬ 
gundy. 

MB: Yes, but let’s not forget 
he’s supported by a stellar cast 
of comic actors: Paul Rudd, 
Jim Carrey, Steve Carell, Vince 
Vaughn, Kristen Wiig. Even 
if Ferrell isn’t your cup of tea, 
it’s hard to believe this movie 
won’t work.

There may be legal ramifica¬ 
tions for Shia LaBeouf after he 
acknowledged borrowing from 
another artist’s work without 
giving proper credit. 

LaBeouf debuted his short 
film, Howard Cantour.com, 
online on Monday starring Jim 
Gaffigan. It examines the life of 
an anguished online film critic. 
That was also the stoiy line of 
a 2007 graphic novella by artist 
Daniel Clowes titled Justin M. 
Damiano. 

Clowes declined to com¬ 
ment directly, but according to 
his publisher, Fantagraphics’ 
Eric Reynolds, Clowes “is ex¬ 
ploring his legal options.” 

Reynolds said Wednesday 
he was “baffled” by the news 
of LaBeouf’s project, which 
he and Clowes got wind of on 
Monday. “LaBeouf changed 
the name of the main charac¬ 
ter, but he used the comic as a 
direct script and stoiyboard,” 
Reynolds said. “Clowes has a 
real melodramatic voice that is 
veiy idiosyncratic and LaBeouf 
just used the dialogue word for 
word. There is no ambiguity. 
There is no way that anybody 
wrote this but Dan Clowes. It 
just defies any kind of logic or 


good sense. This was so blatant 
and inexcusable that it was as 
baffling as it was appalling.” 

LaBeouf’s short began to cir¬ 
culate in 2012 at festivals like 
the Cannes Film Festival, but 
was just posted online officially 


on Monday. Soon afterward, it 
was taken down, and LaBeouf 
took to Twitter to apologize 
for lifting ideas from Clowes’ 
work and passing them off as 
his own.

As a boy DiCaprio 
dreamed of working 
with Scorsese, and now 
they’re co-conspirators

Leonardo DiCaprio always 
wanted to be a Martin Scor¬ 
sese actor. “I remember 
my father taking me to see 
one of his movies,” the ac¬ 
tor recalls. “He said, ‘If you 
have the opportunity and 
a green light in this indus¬ 
try, there’s one person you 
should work with.’” 

It was the director of 
Mean Streets, Goodfellas, 
Raging Bull, After Hours. 

And when DiCaprio be¬ 
came the biggest actor in 
the world, it wasn’t too 
long before he was head¬ 
lining Scorsese’s Gangs of 
New York. 

Their fifth film together 
— including The Departed 


and Shutter Island — was 
DiCaprio’s idea. He read The 
Wolf of Wall Street, a tell-all 
memoir by unfathomably 
hedonistic broker Jordan 
Belfort, and felt it would fit 
Scorsese’s sensibilities, in 
addition to being sobering 
commentaiy. 

“I thought [his book] was 
a reflection of everything 
that was wrong with today’s 
society,” he says, chuckling. 

“Jordan gave into every 
carnal indulgence possible.” 

The film, written by 
Boardwalk Empire scribe 
Terence Winter, chronicles 
the many hedonistic ex¬ 
ploits of Belfort, who rises 
from a nobody selling penny 
stocks by the thousands to 
schnoolcs to dominating the 
Financial District. 

“He represents some¬ 
thing within our very na¬ 
ture, something that is very 
wrong. You can point to 
those attributes to every¬ 
thing’s going on in our 
world today,” DiCaprio says. 
But he adds, “He’s not the 
problem. I quickly realized 
these weren’t the fat cats 
that were destroying our 


economy. They were the 
street urchins. They were 
part of the underworld try¬ 
ing to create a little island 
and emulating Gordon 


Gelclco,” he explains, ref¬ 
erencing Michael Douglas’ 
slick-haired Wall Street vil¬ 
lain (and, to some, an idol). 

“They were trying to be 


the guys that were robbing 
our country of billions and 
billions of dollars.” 

DiCaprio spent time with 
Belfort, who he describes 


as reformed. “He looks at 
this [period] as an isolated 
period in his life. He’s been 
paying the price ever since, 
trying to pay his debt to 
everyone he ripped off.” 

Belfort even told him 
how to play high on ’hides, 
for a lengthy sequence 
where he and the fellow 
broker played by Jonah 
Hill take too many drugs 
and find their bodies won’t 
work. “He told me what 
quaaludes were like,” he 
recalls. “I had him rolling 
around on the floor for me.” 

He also says he watched, 
on a loop, a YouTube clip 
called The World’s Drunk¬ 
est Man, in which someone 
tries to get a beer but his 
body won’t let him. 

As for reuniting again 
with Scorsese, he’s predict¬ 
ably gushy, talking about 
a mantra he gave him: “As 
long as you portray these 
people for what they are, 
and you don’t try to sugar- 
coat them or apologize for 
their actions or depict them 
in any way apart from what 
they are, audiences will go 
along with you.”

In order to play a realistic mem¬ 
ber of the New York Police De¬ 
partment, you have to do your 
research. Just ask Tom Selleck, 
who plays NYPD police com¬ 
missioner Frank Reagan in Blue 
Bloods. 

“I said, I’m not sure where 
there is regulations for the New 
York City police commissioner 
to have a moustache. It would 
be nice to do a character kind of 
with a fresh start. He (executive 
producer Leonard Goldberg) 
said that’s a good idea,” Selleck 
recalled. Alas, there are some 
iconic things that just can’t be 
done away with, even if duty 
calls. “Now I said, I just have a 
hunch you better run it by the 
network before you get real 
enthused about that,” Selleck 
continued. “It lasted about half 
a day, that idea. And they said, 
No, we want the moustache.’” 

It can’t be helped that the

moustache makes the man. 
Selleck portrays the head of 
the Reagan clan with such au¬ 
thority that it is clear that the 
other stars respect and fear 
him even if he isn’t their own 
father. 

“The word icon, a lot of 
times people use it in where 
it doesn’t always apply, but I 
think with Tom it certainly ap¬ 
plies, I think he is definitely an 
icon,” Donnie Wahlberg, who 
portrays son and detective first 
grade Danny Reagan, said. “And 
he is a larger-than-life figure. 

“He is veiy professional and 
he’s always willing to share that 
experience in those moments,” 
added Bridget Moynahan, who 
plays daughter and assistant 
district attorney Erin Reagan. 
“It’s always veiy nice because 
he also spends a lot of time 
with the kids in helping them 
with acting and helping them 
recognize the quiet moments, 
or doing their responses.” 

It’s clear the cast has bond¬ 
ed as a family unit. The actors 
admitted that part of what 
helps is the extended dinner 
scenes that are included in 
each episode. Unlike many 
shows with a large number of 
main characters, at least once 
every eight days the main stars 
gather together to film one 
scene. During the four to six 
hour shoot, the cast catches up 
on each other’s personal lives. 

“I really look forward other 
than the eating to family din¬ 


ner because I’m going to catch 
up with my friends, and I think 
that sense really helps us,” Sel¬ 
leck explained. 

It’s also taught them valu¬ 
able lessons about how to cre¬ 
ate a fake family dinner. 

“There was a fish recently, 
you can’t do fish,” Moynahan 
explained. “Fish will smell 
after a while, and it doesn’t 
smell good. I had to eat a Mu 
Shu pork calzone one time 


because it was written in the 
script. I had to keep eating and 
commenting on it, and that 
was not good and I will never 
do that again.” 

Wahlberg pointed out that 
Moynahan doesn’t actually eat 
the food. “Bridget veiy cleverly 
moves her food around and so 
the Bridget for example will 
look like this — she is slicing 
the meat, but she never eats 
it,” he explained.

No matter if he’s Big from 
Sex and the City or Peter Flor¬ 
rick on The Good Wife, Chris 
Noth has made a career out 
of playing lovable cheaters. 

“There’s a misconcep¬ 
tion about all my characters. 
They’re imperfect people, 
and they’re conflicted, and 
they’re complicated like 
everybody,” Noth said, de¬ 
fending his on-screen per¬ 
sonas. “And so I find the gen¬ 
eralization that they’re bad 
to be a little ridiculous.” 

And Peter Florrick is 
the baddest of the bad. On 
The Good Wife, the former 
state attorney used the state 
budget to hire prostitutes and 
had a sex tape leaked of him. 
His “good” wife, Alicia Flor¬ 
rick, is forced to testify on 
his behalf. The debaucheiy, 
lies and deceit get even worse 


as the series progresses, even 
though Alicia seems to trust 
her disgraced husband more 
and more — which is exactly 
what she shouldn’t be doing, 
Noth explained. 

“It’s possible he could 
get into trouble again, I just 
don’t know where they want 
to take it,” Noth continued. 
“Do they want to make 
it about a marriage that 
has pulled itself out of the 
depths of misery and gotten 
it back together? Is that in¬ 
teresting? I don’t know; it’s 
up to them. I think it’s more 
fun, too — as we used to say 
in speech classes and exer¬ 
cise, ‘I’m glad to be bad.’” 

Despite the intricacies of 
Peter, Noth said he’s not the 
character he likes to portray 
the most. In fact, he refuses 
to pick favorites. 

“I can think of roles in 
the theatre that I love, but 
once I put them to bed there 
are no favorites,” he ad¬ 
mitted. “They are all great 
characters and I hope that 
somehow they give some 
semblance of satisfaction to 
people who watch it. But I 
don’t think about them or 
compare them or — at all.

Deer Tick’s new album.

Singer John McCauley of the 
rock band Deer Tick figured 
out how to turn his pain into 
something positive. 

McCauley used the Rhode 
Island-based band’s latest al¬ 
bum, Negativity, to unleash 
some of the frustrations and 
struggles he has had over the 
past couple of years into a pol¬ 
ished and refined sound that 
mixes country, folk and rock. 

His father was sentenced to 
prison after pleading guilty to 
federal charges of conspiracy 


and tax fraud and McCauley 
was struggling with substance 
abuse. 

The album includes several 
references to McCauley’s ex¬ 
periences, as painful as they 
were. “People take comfort in 
knowing either A, somebody 
is going through something 
similar to what they went 
through or B, somebody’s got 
it worse off than they do,” Mc¬ 
Cauley said during a recent 
interview. “I am guilty of both 
of those things when I listen 
to music.” 

Now he says he’s cleaned 
up and feeling excited about 
the future. McCauley and 
singer Vanessa Carlton are 
planning a wedding at the end 
of December, just before the 
band is scheduled to start a 
European tour. 

The couple recorded a duet 
on the album, called In Our 
Time, which McCauley wrote

The books are a far ciy from 
the splashy, cartoonish block 
books that fill up children’s 
bookshelves. Jack Wang, 
who is a writing professor at 
Ithaca College, said he wanted 
something different for his 
daughters after reading aloud 
tons of insipid board books 
about barnyard animals. 

“There was something 
uninspired about the genre, 
so I asked myself, how can 
they be wittier, funnier, more 
beautiful? How can they appeal 
to adults as much as to kids 
and have a sense of narrative 
as well?” said Jack. “That’s 
where I came across the idea to 
abridge classics.” Jack enlisted 
his brother Holman to help 
him, and they decided the 
best way to shorten canonical 
works was to simply use one 
word per page. 

“We didn’t want parents to 
be slaves to the text... With one 
word (per page), parents are 
free to stoiy tell and elabor¬ 
ate and the books are more 
relevant for a longer period of 
time,” said Holman.
